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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicant argues that the entry of the amended claims is proper since the amendments: (1) place the 
application in condition for allowance and do not raise any new issues requiring further search and/or consideration since the amendmen 
amplify issues previously discussed throughout prosecution without incorporating additional subject matter. This examiner disagrees. If 
the amendments amplify issues, the amplification of issues does not resolve them, resolution is a prerequisite for allowability. 
Additionally, this examiner notes the addition of a gradient inducing structure apart from the laser in the proposed amendment. 

Examiner Winter was clear during the interview that prosecution on the merits is closed, and that generally Examiner Winter will not enter 
any amendments incorporating limitations that would require another search, or could have been made during prosecution, in this case 
the amendments could have been made during prosecution, may require another search and definitely require additional consideration.
